These names 
mean nothing to me. Page 19A refers to ihnadai "earlier" reports j this may bo 
in this CD, especially page 2, ;Aich is withheld. (Page 3» CE 2957* reports 
that Klein’s did check for other orders fron Hidell or LHO, and found none.) 

Also, the several withhell pages in CD 47 may be on Valleej also, CD 109, of ^diioh 
pp. 1-4 are withheld. After CD 149 but before CD 460-462, the later Vallee reports, 
we have CD's 230, 249, 254 £bx from Chicago; iigc the synopses indicate none are 
relevant, but they may be. All of CD 390 is withheld. That is all the Chicago CD's
